Savants Seek 
Bird-Reptile 
Along Amazon

Norfolk, Va,—A search for 
the 


hoatzen. a reptilian bird described by 
scientists as a survival^from ,prehis- 
torlc ages, was bejun Satrday by a 
party of ornithologists who left here 
aboard the steamer Stephen for ex- 
plorations in the jungles of the upper 
Amazon river, where living specimens 
of the strange creature are reported 
to have been seen. 


The hoatzen. according to ornithol- 


ogists, began life as a flsh paddling 
about in the miasmic ooze. ' In the 
process -at time, they say. it developed 
•wings and feathers and shed many of 
the acquarian characteristics cf its 
earlier stages. It is regarded by some 
as an example of arrested evolution. 


In contrast to the extreme antiqui- 


ty engrossing its attention, the ex- 
pedition was equipped with radio ap- 
paratus with which to keep in touch 
with the modern world.

The following sermon was prepared 


for the Post-Crescent by tho Rev. F. 
C. Reutor.'pastor of First English 
Lutheran church: 


Matthew 27. 22. "Pilate salth unto 


them, What shall I dc then with Jesus 
which la called Christ?" 


Of all Roman rulers and 
leaders 


there Is cne who shall outlive them 
all. He oat as Judge at tho trial of 
Him who shall some day judge the 
world, and he sentenced and 
con- 


demned to, death hla own Savior and 
Redeemer. The name of Pontius Pil- 
ate shall always bo rememberd when 
other Roman names are forgotten. 


It Is Ws spiritual history that we 


wish to understand. What can we 
say of this man when we think, of his 
religious convictions? He believed 
himself to fee the master of his own 
soul and did not dare to call his con- 
science his own. Ift tried to do the 
Impossible. 
He attempted, intended 


to be neutral, neither for nor against 
Christ: but he found the Christ in- 
evitable. Hear his Impatient cry after 
the world chose Barabbas Instead of 
Christ: "What shaJI I do then with 
Jesus which Is called Christ?" 


These words of Holy Scriptures 


teach us that Christ is Inevitable and 
that a< choice, a decision must be 
made. 
The Inevitable Christ. Ho can not 


be dismissed by i mere wave of the 
hand. The Passion history plainly 
shows us how Pilate tried to dismiss 
Christ but always found himself face 
..to face with Him. Christ Is inevitable 
to you and to me, as he was to Pilate. 
"What shall I do then 
with Jesus 


which Is called Christ?" People at- 
tempt to dismiss Him. to have noth- 
ing to do with Him: try to get Him 
off their hands, minds and hearts. 
But Christ Is some one with whom 
something must be done. The hearts 
that come In contact with His Word. 
His teachings, may do what they will 
but Christ is Inevitable. They who 
deny His virgin 1-irtli. resurrection. 
His Deity, etlll have to deal with Je- 
sus the Christ. He who denies the 
existence of God. sin. Judgment, heav- 
en and hell is not through with Jesus 
which Is called and truly is the Christ. 
Son of God and Son of man. 


The truth demands an answer. The 


agnostic, the modernists are face to 
face with the Christ. He can not be 
Ignored. There are only two things, 
two courses possible with a truth— 
assent or denial. Something must be 
done. Action must, be taken. 
Yes. 


Pilate was right. Something must be 
done with Jesus the Christ. We must 
either accept Him cr deny Him as the 
Savior of the vc-ld. There Is no neu- 
trality In this mattorl "He that Is 
not with me Is against me." 
It Is 


either—or no sitting on the 
fence 


when It comes to a decision concern- 
Ing Christ. 
A choice, a decision must b« made. 


Pilate decided jigalnet ..Christ and thus 
'became5 a'fost and castaway. The 
etory of lift decision, of his shame 
will ever be told as long: as the world 
exists.—As Jesus once stood In Pi- 
late's Judgment hall to be Judged of 
men so He now stands in the world's 
Judgment hall to be. Judged of 
all 


people. "What shall I do then with 
Jesus which Is ;a!!ed Christ?" The 
great question of life and you and I 
must make a decision. 


Today Christ stands before you 


pleading for your decision. Tou and 
I stand In Pilate's place facing tho 
inevitable Christ and the Inevitable 
decision. We see Christ who was cru- 
cified, buried rose again. We mnst 
either accept or deny Him. 


There are many who do not concern 


themselves about Christ. They do 
not ask who He Is. They are like 
Pilate who was unconcerned about 
the truth. He said. "What Is truth?" 
Such people live for themselves: for 
them there Is nothing beyond. We 
find many such In enlightened and eo- 
called Christian countries. They are 
deciding against Christ. 


Then there are those who hare an 


opinion about Christ but a wrong 
one. They say that He was a great 
teacher, leader and reformer. They 
eee nothing more In Christ than a 
great roan. Well, they at least show 
some Interest In Christ They at 
least concern themselves about Him. 
To them, however, Christ Is only a 
man and In the end not a Savior In 
th« true sense of the word. They 
render a decision against Christ. The 
doctrines of Christ1 are assailed and 
ex-en by tho*e who call themselves 
Christians. Tf Christ is taken out of 
the Bible what have we left? If the 
foundation Is removed from under « 
house what happens? "The Church's 
one foundation Is Jesus Christ her 
Lord."

Tho committee which is investigating 


Mr. Paugherty has plunged iuto the 
greatest of all the -war scandals, the air- 
craft case, and along with it other con- 
tract settlements which unquestionably 
are saturated with graft. 
Two reputable 


witnesses, one a high-up investigator, and 
tnother a lawyer who prepared cases in- 
volving claims of approximately fifty 
million dollars, have testified in a most 
damaging manner against both the war 
department, as it was conducted by Mr. 
Palmer and is now being conducted by 
Mr. "\Veebs. and the-department- of jus- 
tice. 
Both of these vatnesses. Captain 


Scaife and Thomas F. Lane, had their 
brief cases rifled in the committee room 
Tby members of the war department. One 
of them was ordered not to appear before 
the committee and to keep away from 
(Washington, and upon his refusal to do 
60 was summarily discharged a few days 
ego. These are unsavory incidents in 
themselves. They reflect culpable knowl- 
edge somewhere at the top. 


The government has been "investigat- 


ing" these contract cases for more than 
four years. In one of them, the Lincoln 
Motor case. Mr. Lane's recommendation, 
after a thorough audit of their books, 
showed a sum of more than $9.000,000 
due the government.

FLEXIBLE: COLLODION 


Flexible collodion Is a solution of gun-cotton In nl- 
ohol nnd ether, with a little Canada Turpentine 
and castor oil. When pointed upon tho skin the 


olatile liquids evaporate, leaving a transparent 
1m. The collodion serves the purpose of an im- 
ervlous dressing for small wounds or abrasions. It 
may be made more elastic by "adding about five 


ro'ps of glycerin to the ounce of flexible collodion 
t may be tinted to resemble the skin by adding a 
rop or two of saffron or tumeric to the ounce. 
Tho surface must bo perfectly dry for collodion 


o adhere: s-o it cannot be applied when there Is 
leeding, oozing or moisture from the wound, but 
or most minor cuts and abrasions is is an ideal 
resting to use Immediately after the primary disin- 
ection with tincture of iodln. One or several coats 
may be applied, allowing each to dry well. Some- 


mes tho film may be reinforced with thin <w Isps of 
bsorbent cotton or a single layer of gauze to form 
sturdier protective dresslnc. 
Cracks in the lip", so difficult to heal, should be 
ainted with iodln and then the outer ends drai\n 
ogether nad sealed'with a little flexible collodion.

Diaphragm 


The popular conception of the fune- 


"tlon of a horn on either a loud speak- 
er or a phonograph is erroneous. We 
hear that a horn "resonates," or it 
concentrates the sound," or it "ampli- 
fies." and many other explanations, all 
of which are vague and most of them 
Incorrect. It'i-i true that a horn res- 
onates at certain frequencies and for 
that reason increases the amount of 
radiation of those frequencies. Any 
form of resonance, however, is unde- 
eirable, because it is impossible to in- 
crease the'amount of radiated energy 
uniformly at all frequencies within a 
•wide range by this method. If a 
horn is not to distort, its walls should 
he non-vibrating and its air column 
resonances, within the range of fre- 
quencies used, should be slight. 


If we think of the term "amplifica- 


tion1' as meaning the increasing of 
•ny form of response by supplying en- 
ergy from another source, we see at 
once that a. horn cannot amplify, be- 
cause It cannot 
supply energy. 
It 


should be evident, therefore, that a 
horn merely loads the diaphragm in 
such a way as to cause more sound 
energy to be .radiated into the sur- 
rounding epace from the diaphragm. 
A simple analogy is found in the elec- 
tric motor. When the motor has no 
load connected to it. all the energy 
supplied Is used up as losses in the 
machine. If a load is coupled to the 
motor It draws more power from the 
line in order to supply energy to the 
load. When the load is light the effi- 
ciency is low. as the load is increased 
the efficiency is increased. So it is
